Radial Distribution 


fo The Editor: 

I was very much interested in you 
Radia! Distribution editorial. 

We, of course, in the transportation 
business are very familiar with this 
type of distribution and also are fa- 
miliar with the additiona] handlings, 
and hence costs, that are built inte 
uch a method. It is impossible to 
generalize in discussing distribution 
problems because it depends upon in 
dividual problems of the particular 
company involved. 

We are hearing about centra! dis 
tribution as opposed to radial distri 
bution as a method of reducing dis 
tribution costs. Here we find the 
manufacturer maintaining inventory 
at the point of manufacture and dis 
tributing directly to ultimate con 
sumer, by-passing, as far as physical 
movement is concerned, the distributo: 
or retailer. Such a method allows a 
company to gear its production more 
closely to its sales and hence increase 
the turnover at the factory level.

Unit Load Warehousing 
To The Editor: 


Concerning the item “Warehousing 
Adopts the Unit Load,” in your 
August issue: 

There are three principal factors 
involved according to my views. Sav- 
ing on labor, saving on space, and 
cost of the investment required. 

There undoubtedly will be a saving 
on labor cost, but I think the amount 
of saving is being overestimated. In 
the piling into container as compared 
to piling into open space there will 
be a loss of time. Furniture can be 
tacked more quickly and more closely 
into open space than into the re 
stricted area of the container 

As to the saving on space, | think 
a definite miscalculation has been 
made. We are on a cubic foot basis 
and each cubic foot must be occupied 
if it is to be paid for. Standard forms 
for figuring occupancy are used. When 
a job shows 1000 ft in size, quotation 
is made for that volume. Using the 
container we are never going to get 
beyond a wastage of at least one foot 
at ceiling over the entire area. Post 
and girders also restrict usable area 

As to the cost of the necessary in 
vestment, that is going to be quite 
large including the fork truck to be 
required and the containers them 
selves. This interest charge is going 
to have to be a great deal less than 
the actual real saving on labor and 
space, if there is going to be any 
worthwhile results to be obtained

The Answers 


Facts concerning motor carrier 
salesmen were listed to be checked 
by traffic managers, if they were 
applicable. The most frequently 
checked item, as shown in the box 
above, indicates that many motor

The concept of total transporta 
tion is so new in both principle 
and practice that it has no prece 
dent or experience upon which to 
base a pattern for education, un 
derstanding or procedure. How- 
ever, the need for greater econ 
omy and efficiency of service are 
forcing a trend toward the inevi- 
table acceptance of the principles 
of total transportation for the sur 
vival and stability of all forms of 
transport and the overall economy 

It is mandatory, therefore, that 
approaches to the transportation 
problems, or the founding of new 
forms of carriers, must be made 
with an understanding and accep 
tance of the principles of total 
transportation. Herein lies the op- 
portunity for developing water 
highways for the transport of 
truck trailers as part of the na 
tion’s total transportation system 

Water highway transport is one 
of the oldest forms known to man 
kind. During the last century it 
has become subordinated to other 
forms of transportation, with con 
sequent lack of usefulness, and 
devitalized as a part of the conti 
nental transportation system of 
the country.

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pired an enterprising young man 
with the idea of carrying pack 
ages between Hartford, Conn., and 
New York City for a fee. He used 
the railroad passenger trains for 
transport. This marked the birth 
of express companies which were 
followed by car forwarding com 
panies, etc.: all of which were 
engaged in handling traffic opera 
tions that were, in effect, segment 
of transportation and distribution 

These services indicated the 
need for distribution and, with the 
advent of the motor truck, indus 
try was released to a new era of 
expansion. Ladings increased on 
all forms of transportation-——due 
to the more flexible and efficient 
contact which motor trucks pro 
vided between industry and the 
transport facilities, and to their 
inprecedented capacity for com 
pleting the transport-distributior

cycle 

However, the Federal govern 
ment and its agencies were too 
preoccupied with regulatory and 
technical considerations to be 
concerned with a national trans 
portation and distribution policy 
that would encourage the devolop 
ment of the several forms of car 
riers within their respective ca 
pacities and to promote their 
operating coordination Conse 
quently transportation and dis 
tribution have not kept pace with 
the demand 

In the same way the govern 
ment agencies will be preoccupied 
with rates and regulations for the 
o-called trailer ships until such a 
water highway concept sets a new 
pattern for a more effective Fed 


eral transportation policy 


First Carrier Integration 


The first example of carrier it 
tegration was the use of river fer 
ries by the railroads. It was both 
a defense operation, in recogni 
tion of the need for completing 
the distribution cycle, and an eco 
nomical solution of the high cost 
of building bridges. The rail-ferry 


success, in principle, is exempli 
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fied by the modern sea - trains 
which are providing ocean ferry 
service, 

As motor trucks were pressed 
more and more into their natural 
facility for pick-up and distribu- 
tion, they, as an industry, led the 
way toward a more realistic inte 
gration of transport with distribu 
tion. In competitive defense, the 
railroads began to offer store-door 
delivery. Today’s Piggy Back ser- 
vice not only is a further example 
of integration but, also, another 
step closer to the inevitable—total! 
transportation. 

Ships, using waterways as water 
highways for the transport of 
truck trailers are the next step in 
behalf of integrating transport 
and distribution. 

There remains only the task of 
organizing each form of carriage 
in accordance with the principles 
of total transportation. Then the 
transportation industry would be 
freed from burdensome regula 
tions. There would not be any 
need for government subsidies 
Each form of carriage would op 
erate within its respective capac- 
ities with singleness of purpose 
It could concentrate on technical 
improvements and develop in ac 
cordance with the demand for its 
services. It would become a per 
manent and effective part of the 
nation’s total transportation and 
distribution system, according to 
the American concept of free en 
terprise and competition.®
